T h e ca se w a s considered so airtight that 
th ere w a s not th e sligh test doubt,

th ou gh t, about crim inal prosecu tion. H o w ­ 
ever, th e w ir e-p u llers got b u sy and th** 
crim inal asp ects of th e M id -C o n tin en t case 
are n o w on ice. 


T h e oil c om p an y w ill n ot h a v e to pay a 
tax bill of $6,000,000 p lu s 50 p er cent p e n ­ 
alty, as recom m en d ed b y th e T -m en . In ­ 
stead, h o n est ta xp a yers w ill h a v e to m ake 
up th e d ifferen ce. 


T h e reason the trea su ry ’s ca se against 
M id -C o n tin en t w as con sid ered so airtight 
w a s th at a form er a ccoun tan t for the co m ­ 
p an y had furn ish ed the e v id e n c e for the 
g o v er n m en t. 


W h ile w o rk in g for th e co m p a n y , h e had 
cau g h t it m a k in g capital e x p en d itu re s for 
plant e x p a n sio n during the w a r years and 
then ch a rgin g them up as “ repairs.” 


T h ou gh th e lo w e r offices o f M id -C on tin ­ 
ent sh o w e d th e real nature o f th e im p ro ve­ 
m ents. th e se im p ro v em en ts w e r e changed 
to read “repairs,” w h en th e b oo k s w ent un 
to 1he top office. Repairs, o f cou rse, are tax 
d ed u ctib le, w h ile im p ro v em en ts are a cap­ 
ital in v e stm e n t and not d ed u ctib le. 
M id -C o n tin en t officials g a v e careful in ­ 
struction s that the receipts and orders for 
the im p ro v em en ts be d estroyed , but one of 
its b o ok k eep ers just as c a r e fu lly retained 
th em and turned th em over to th e treasury. 
A s a result the case w a s con sid ered iro n ­ 
clad. 
T h e agent w h o first h a n d led this case 
w as F ra n k W. Lohn, ch ief o f in telligen ce 
for th e K a n sa s City district. 
H e r eco m ­ 
m en d ed crim in a l p rosecution and sent the 
case on to M ik e Seltzer, ch ie f of the penal 
division of the K ansas City office. 
B u t w h ile th e case w as still pending iii 
K a n sa s C ity, D aniel P olich, 
d ep u ty c o m ­ 
m ission er o f internal r e v e n u e in W ash in g ­ 
ton, req u ested a co n feren ce at O klahom a 
City. T h is w a s held, and B olich. for reasons 
best k n o w n to him self, ca m e all the w a y I i 
O k la h om a from W ashington to participate 
in th e co n feren ce, Lohn and Seltzer, w ho 
also participated , inform ed h im that the 
M id -C o n tin en t case w a s fraud and should 
be prosecu ted . 
D esp ite this, C om m ission er B olich order­ 
ed the in vestigation stopped and had tho 
case tran sferred to W ashington. 
W h en th e case reached W ashington,
